In opening the meeting, Gaudet ` 
emphasized the need in organiza-

Under blasts of questioning 
Whitsett admitted that although 
the loss of commeter service was 
in the amount already stated that 
the gross profits for the line 
amounted to  $240,00,000.00 in 
1956, with net profits after all 
taxes, etc, was in the amount of 
$25,000,000.00. He was further . 
pressed into the admissionn that 
the railroad had done nothing to 
stimulate its gulfcoast business, 
and that it had spent nothing 
on advertising the Gulf Coast 
as an ideal residential suburb of 
overcrowded New Orleans. Under 
direct question he said the rail- 
road had spent the sum of $145,- 
00000 for all over advertising of 
the line during the 1956 year, 
and admitted that of this amount 
not one cent had been allocated 
for Gulf Coast advertising. It 

It was suggested at the time 
that concerted advertising of the 
coast might -prove the needed 
stimulus for increasing passenger 
intake, and ultimately bring this 
service to a profitable one for 
the line. Several other suggestions 
were made at the time, however, 
nothing concrete was affected.

FIRST OF NINE 
TRAINING CENTERS 
IN CONSTRUCTION 


The United States Army Re- 
serve Training Center Construc- 
tion Program for Mississippi is 
well underway, Colonel R. H. 
Naylor, Chief of the U S. Army 
Military District of Mississippi 
said today in a detailed review 
of this program 

In April 1957, ground break- 
ing began in Starkville on con- 
struction of a new $192,068 U. 
S Army Reserve Training Center, 
the first of nine training centers 
to be constructed in Mississippi 
in accordance with Army efforts 
to provide adequate training -fa- 
cilties for its Reservists by fiscal 
year 1860. Also the first since
